HAWAII’S 
WAR DOGS 

It is not surprising that man should call upon his best 
friend when most in need—in time of war. Dogs since 
time immemorial have been man’s best friend^ have been 
known to make the supreme sacrifice both in defense of 
their masters and through heartbreak through the loss or 
disappearance of their loved friend. 

While dogs have been commercially used by man for 
thousands of years, it was not until the German military 
machine first put the dog to military use that their true 
value as an army unit was appreciated. 

The Germans used German Shepherds and Doberman- 
Pinscher breeds almost exclusively for army use, but 
America is now utilizing many of the smaller breeds, 
America is late in its dog training program—but not too 
late; we are training dogs on a large scale and the results 
are already gratifying. 

Mr, Harold Castle, well known Hawaiian dog author¬ 
ity, has been placed in charge of the War Dog Training 
center here on Oahu for the purpose of training dogs for 
the Hawaiian Department, which includes the line 
islands, "down under,” Mr, Elliot Humphrey, trainer of 
the famous "Seeing Eye Dogs,” is in charge of training 
the dogs. 

Dogs trained here on Oahu have already proved them¬ 
selves of military value in battles in the Solomon Islands, 
Being used as a forerunner for scouting parties and often 
succeeding in locating snipers and uncovering Japanese 
positions long before human beings are able to learn of 
their presence.

BOMBS FELL 


Within one minute after the first Japanese bombs fell on Pearl 
Harbor at 7:55 a.m* December 7, 1941, Manuel P. Medeiros, 
manager of the Pearl Harbor Drivers' Association, was notified 
of the attack. 

Immediately, Mr* Medeiros—who was in his office in the 
grounds of the Honolulu Army-Navy YMCA—ordered every 
available motor vehicle connected with the Association to report 
to the usual pickup point for navy personnel, the Army-Navy 
YMCA. In addition, Mr. Medeiros placed four men at tele¬ 
phones to call independent taxis to the assembly points. Mean¬ 
while, radio calls had gone out for navy^ personnel and civilian 
employes and Pearl Harbor defense workers to report to their 
posts* 

By the time the first navy men and Pearl Harbor workers bad 
reached the rallying point, the cabs and buses were there, waiting 


to rush them out to the great naval base. Swiftly the sailors and 
workers were driven to where they were most needed—and all 
without charge, for «>rders were given that no fares were to he 
collected—it was to be a free service to the nation. Personnel 
also was carried to Hickam Field and Red Hill and later in the 
day the army w'as given assistance in getting men from Honolulu 
to Wheeler Field, Schofield Barracks, Haleiwa and other rural 
Oahu points. On their return trips, the cabs and buses brought 
out the wounded from the areas under fire* 

On that day, December 7, 1941, the Pearl Harbor Drivers' 
Association men and the independent drivers called into service 
drove about 75 seven passenger cabs and 21 buses, covering more 
than 9,000 miles and carrying 6,500 passengers. 

Yes, ft is all in the records. 

And the Pearl Harbor Drivers' Association is gratified that it 
was able to be of such service.

Industry 


Hawaii's pineapple industry, 
which now ranks as the islands" sec¬ 
ond largest industry, is really the 
baby of the large crop family. Its 
industrial history dates back to 1901, 
when a far-sighted young Harvard 
graduate started his first pineapple 
crop, James Dole planted his first 
pineapples in 1902, harvesting and 
packing in 1903, In those days the 
packing was done by hand. He pro¬ 
duced 1200 cases of pineapple that 
year, an output that can be matched 
today in 15 minutes in the new Dole 
plant. 

New problems have faced the 


pineapple people since the war and 
many of the trials have proved in¬ 
convenient. However, ships bringing 
supplies to the islands have taken 
their crops back to the mainland, 
thus allowing pineapple as well as its 
sister crop, sugar, to continue to 
prosper. 

Pineapples are grown on five of 
the six major islands and produce 
more than 80 percent of the world's 
supply of pineapples. Within recent 
years the output has ranged between 
15,000,000 and 21,000,000 cases an¬ 
nually, and is valued at around 
$55,000,000.

The industry that guides the lives of so many 
of the island people is doing its share to help 
the military work out its many complex problems 
here in Hawaii. The plantations have been more 
than willing to lend skilled engineers and laborers 
when called upon to help the army tackle a dif¬ 
ficult job. Sugar has a great stake in this war 
and the industry is doing everything in its power 
to protect that stake, and the American way of 


During the year just passed Hawaii produced 
868,678 tons of sugar, approximately 131,3^2 
tons less than its peace time quota. Working un¬ 
der more difficult labor conditions than usual, the 
sugar industry in Hawaii did a good job in fur¬ 
nishing the mainland with badly needed sugar. 
For in war time, not only civilians and soldiers 
need sugar, but our allies as well, are in need of 
this precious commodity. 









I 
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Most spectacular war job of the Hawaiian Sugar industry was the work performed by the laboratory of 
the HiS.P.A* Experiment Station in assisting Hawaii's blood plasma bank* When the blood reserves that 
had been built up were drained^ the Experiment Station provided its sterilizers and centrifuges to manu¬ 
facture plasma and converted its limited glass-blowing equipment to help in the Herculean task of pro¬ 
ducing sufficient flasks in which to store the precious Euid*
